Hy a iironipt camtmlgn against a 
flcurlshbm- colony of bark hectics on 
the Ochoco national forest in central 
Oregon, the government Is eliminating 
a danger which threatened to destroy 
millions of feet of timber. 

Some authorities claim timt tho 
amount of timber killed each year by 
Insects Is equalled only by tho annual 
that wa'3| loss from forest flrvs. Among the 
Medical most destructive, of those Insect 
enemies are the bark boellos, one of 
which, tho mountain pIno beetle, Is 
responsible for most of tho damage In 
the Ochoco forest. This deadly Insect 
Is less than a quarter^of nn Inch tn 
length, but boors tho ponderous scien- 
tific name of Dendroctonus montlcolac, 
which, being Intenireted, signifies 
'killer of the mountain pine." 

Its methods of operation are Intor- 
rstlng.

This must lie pro- 
vbb'd. regardless of what other methods 
are adopted. The construction of roads, 
trails, telephones, lookout stations, 
and other permanent improvements of 
a similar elijiraeter l.< essential lo an 
efficient patr.il system.

^ XJi^ \^ Read by H. E. Scott Before the McGill Historical Society 
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RHODES SCHOLARS 



In an editorial appearing in the "Brown Herald," entitled 
"The Rhodes Scholar at 0.xford," there is a quotation from an art- 
icle written by Henry T. Claus in the Boston "Evening Tian- 
leript." In this article the fact that the results obtained by sending 
Rhodes scholars to Oxford are often disappointing, is referred to. 

The article says in part: "For some reason the picked Ameri- 
can scholars have not made a 'hit' at Britain's oldest university. 
Oxford thinks that our representatives are clannish and withstand all 
efforts looking toward assimilation. Howevei, the scholars are not 
wholly to blame, but Oxford and even Mr. Rhodes mush share the 
burden. By many people the Rhodes scholarship is regarded at 
the present day as a mistake. He was far too e.xact in his definition 
of the qualifications that should be possessed by the beneficiaries of 
his scholarship scheme. All-round men are scarce in every college 
and university, although many have one, or perhaps two, of the 
cherished qualities. Many all-round men are not in position to de- 
vote three additional years to study, so with these disadvantages, is 
it • small wonder that the showing of our representatives is not what 
is expected > 

"However much the British may criticise the Rhode* scholars 
for their academic and social defects, they must admit the Ameri- 
cans' athletic qualifications. The Rhodes scholar has helped make 
Oxford supreme on land and water. Although many brilliant rec- 
ords in track and on the crew have been made by American scholars, 
the Oxford men claim openly that they would prefer to have the 
UBwersity, unaided, defeated by Cambridge than, with the help of 
America, be victorious. Surely no Rhodes scholar can win a re- 
markable popularity in England as long as this attitude prevails." 

There is much truth in the statement that American scholars 
are unpopular at Oxford. From time to time references are made 
to this fact by those returning from England after having taken ad- 
vantage of the scholarships, and by English students at England's 
eldest educational institution. On which side the fault lies, would 
be difficult to say. Perhaps, as the writer says, the necessary quali- 
fications are too exacting to permit of the very best men being sent, 
or perhaps the anti-American prejudice which no doubt exists, to a 
certain extent at least, among the generality of Oxford undergrad- 
uates, is partly responsible for the scheme's lack of success. 

It is doubtful, however, if any blame, if blame there 
be, should be placed on the conditions attached to the 
granting of the scholarships. It would be more correct 
to say that they have been misinterpreted. The found- 
«■ laid down certain rules, demanding qualifications 
which undoubtedly make for leadership. It was leaders of men 
rather than bookworms or athletes that he desired, and this has, to a 
great extent, been lost sight of. Were this point kept in view when 
Rhodes scholars are being selected, there would be little ground for 
criticism on the subject of the, scheme's success.
